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PREFACE. 


During  the  past  fifteen  years  there  has  been  a  great 
improvement  in  the  methods  of  selling  merchandise, 
both  at  wholesale  and  retail.  Advertising  methods 
have  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  advancement  se- 
cured. To  a  more  extended  knowledge  and  use  of 
advertising  is  due  the  fact  that  business  success  to-day 
is  made  in  a  few  years,  where  formerly  it  required 
three-quarters  of  a  lifetime. 

Every  aid  that  can.  be  used  in  teaching  the  art  of 
advertisement  writing  is  worthy  of  attention;  and  it 
is  with  the  purpose  of  helping  merchants  to  improve 
and  do  better  advertising,  .thereby  securing  more  cus- 
tomers from  their  expenditures  in  this  direction,  that 
this  book  of  "Ready-Made  Advertisements"  is  pub- 
lished. It  teaches  better  advertising  by  showing  ex- 
amples of  good  advertisement  writing — announce- 
ments calculated  to  secure  profitable  results. 

The  advertisements  used  are  reprinted  from  the 
pages  of  Printers'  Ink.  published  by  Geo.  P.  Rowell  & 
Co.,  10  Spruce  Street,  New  York,  and  are  in  such  shape 
that  the  merchant  can  use  them  just  as  given  or  adapt 
them  to  meet  his  own  particular  requirements. 

The  series  embrace  many  different  kinds  of  adver- 
tisements, and  by  a  little  judicious  adaptation  can  be 
used  to  meet  the  needs  of  any  business.  They  will  be 
found  particularly  valuable  to  the  seeker  of  ideas — to 
the  man  who  fails  to  express  himself  in  writing  as  he 
would  like  to — to  the  merchant  who  believes  in  adver- 
tising but  is  ''too  busy"  to  give  the  proper  amount  of 
attention  to  the  preparation  of  advertisements. 

For  the  adwriter  who  seeks  ideas  rather  than  com- 
plete advertisements  the  series  will  be  found  of  frequent 
and  perhaps  ever  increasing  value.  They  indicate  how 
another  man  has  expressed  his  ideas,  and  this  should  be 
of  value. 

The  short  chapters  which  precede  the  advertise- 
ments while  not  telling  anything  brand  new  perhaps, 
epitomize  in  a  measure  the  best  current  ideas  on  ad- 
vertising methods. 
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ADVERTISING. 

Advertising  is  the  method  by  which  one  attracts 
the  attention  of  another  to  himself  or  his  business  or 
his  goods  with  the  view  and  result  of  securing  his  or 
her  patronage. 

There  are  numerous  forms  in  which  this  can  be 
done,  from  a  sign  over  a  store  or  shop,  a  business  card, 
a  letter  head,  a  handbill,  a  street  car  card,  a  litho- 
graphed poster,  to  an  announcement  in  a  newspaper. 
In  short,  by  using  any  marked  object  or  token  which 
can  be  understood  by  another. 

In  former  years  newspaper  advertising  consisted 
merely  in  publishing  the  name  of  the  merchant,  style 
of  business  and  address.  To-day  the  advertisers  pre- 
sent well  written  descriptions  of  the  goods  for  sale, 
with  prices  and  convincing  arguments  which  tell  the 
public  of  the  use  and  merits,  all  calculated  to  make  the 
reader  buy. 

SELECTING  THE  PAPER. 

The  amount  that  a  merchant  can  set  aside  for  ad- 
vertising at  the  beginning  of  his  business  life  is  gen- 
erally small,  and  he  is  perforce  obliged  to  go  slow.  So 
much  can  be  learned  by  experience  in  going  at  a  slow 
pace  that  even  the  inexperienced  merchant  who  is  for- 
tunate in  having  a  large  capital  will  do  well  to  adopt 
that  same  rule  and  go  at  the  same  pace. 

The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  select  the  newspaper  that  is 
read  by  the  largest  number  of  people  that  can  be  made 
customers.  In  almost  every  case  it  might  logically  be 
said  that  the  paper  to  use  is  the  one  which  is  the  best 
in  the  town. 

If  there  are  many  papers  the  selection  may  appear 
difficult,  in  which  case  it  would  be  best  to  listen  to  the 
story  each  paper  tells,  to  ask  questions  of  friends,  of 
the  people  met,  and  to  use  one's  eyes,  thereby  taking  a 
mental  and  judicial  vote  when  the  answer  will  appear. 

Ninety-nine  times  in  a  hundred  it  will  be  found  that 
the  best  paper  has  the  largest  circulation  and  that  it 


sells  its  advertising  space  cheaper  proportionately  than 
the  others. 

Make  it  a  firm  resolve  in  the  first  year  of  your 
business  to  use  only  one  paper,  and  that  the  best  paper 
in  your  territory. 

HOW  TO  BUY  SPACE. 


The  best  paper  decided  upon,  go  to  its  office  and 
make  a  contract  for  as  many  inches  or  lines  as  nine- 
tenths  of  all  your  money  for  advertising  will  buy,  at 
the  yearly  rates,  with  the  condition  that  the  space  shall 
be  used  in  one  year's  time,  and  with  the  privilege  of 
using  as  much  or  as  little  advertising  space  in  the 
paper  as  desired  in  any  issue,  advertisement  to  be 
changed  each  insertion. 

By  this  method  the  space  is  secured  at  the  lowest 
possible  price,  and  the  merchant  is  able  to  have  his 
small  announcements  inserted  at  the  same  price  per 
line,  or  inch,  as  his  largest  advertisement.  Another 
advantage  is,  that  eventually  the  bad  habit  of  using 
the  same  quantity  of  space,  day  by  day,  or  week  by 
week,  is  abandoned,  and  the  better  plan  is  adopted  of 
making  the  advertising  conform  in  size  to  what  one 
desires  to  say. 

The  one-tenth  of  your  advertising  money  that  you 
do  not  spend  for  advertising  in  the  newspaper,  use  dur- 
ing the  year  for  decorating  your  store  window. 

There  will  be  a  temptation  to  use  other  forms  of 
advertising,  perhaps  an  anxiety  to  splurge  or  to  be  as 
big  as  others  in  the  town,  by  using  all  the  papers,  the 
sign-boards,  programmes,  etc.,  but,  strange  as  it  may 
appear  at  first  sight,  the  man  who  confines  himself  to 
the  best  paper  and  only  one  will  be  better  off  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  in  money  matters  and  in  the  amount  of  his 
business,  than  the  other,  and  his  standing  will  be 
stronger,  too. 

It  will  be  wise  for  the  merchant  to  observe  this 
plan  all  through  the  first  year,  and  even  after  that 
until  thoroughly  established  in  business.  When  that 
has  been  accomplished  and  more  money  is  available 


for  newspaper  advertising  space,  the  second  best  paper 
and  later  the  third  may  be  used. 

ADVERTISEMENTS. 


There  are  several  kinds  of  advertisements — the 
cheap  store's  announcement,  the  good  store's  well 
written  argument,  the  refined  store's  newsy  story  and 
the  plain,  conservative  statement  of  the  ultra-fashion- 
able store.  Each  has  its  usefulness  and  may  be  good 
advertising  when  it  applies  to  the  store  advertised. 
Good  advertising  means  always  attracting  favorable 
attention  and  convincing  people  you  have  for  sale  the 
sort  of  things  or  goods  they  want,  and  then  in  selling 
goods  that  prove  the  honesty  of  your  advertising. 

Every  advertisement  put  out  should  be  direct  and 
easily  understood. 

There  are  two  bad  things  in  advertisement  writing 
that  never  seem  to  die.  One  is  the  practice  of  very 
little  wording  with  a  lot  of  white  space ;  the  other  is 
the  advertisement  with  a  .good  many  words  purporting 
to  advertise  everything  in  the  store. 

The  first  is  bad  because  it  indicates  that  space  is 
cheap;  that  it  can  be  wasted,  and  again  that  there  is 
nothing  worth  saying  this  time.  The  second  is  bad 
because  there  are  so  many  words  all  crowded  and  run 
together  that  the  advertisement  has  no  attractive  power 
and  the  reader  is  repelled. 

What  is  wanted  is  a  complete  advertisement  of  one 
line  of  goods  to  occupy  just  enough  space  to  make  it 
easy  reading.  Unless  running  a  department  store  it  is 
wise  to  advertise  only  one  thing  at  a  time.  Where  it 
is  a  department  store,  separate  the  things  advertised 
by  borders,  so  that  in  any  event  each  article  advertised 
is  complete  in  itself.  To  illustrate  the  point :  Say  hats, 
shoes  and  shirts  are  sold.  The  hat  advertisement 
should  be  complete  in  itself,  likewise  the  shoes,  likewise 
the  shirts,  so  that  if  all  were  inserted  the  reader  inter- 
ested in  shirts  would  get  the  whole  story  when  he  read 
what  is  said  about  them  in  one  place,  and  not  be 
obliged  to  read  what  is  said  about  the  hats  and  shoes 
too. 

If  it  is  not  a  department  store,  but  a  store  which 
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handles  some  of  the  same  sort  of  goods,  advertise 
the  hats  one  week,  shoes  the  next,  shirts  the  next,  and 
so  on.  If  a  man  is  told  of  one  thing  at  a  time  he  will  be 
likely  to  remember  it.  If  told  about  six  things  all  in 
one  breath,  all  six  will  be  quickly  forgotten. 

It  often  pays  to  appeal  to  a  special  class,  going 
thoroughly  into  details  about  goods  and  prices,  solicit- 
ing examination  and  comparison.  Such  advertising, 
backed  with  good  values,  may  easily  make  the  store 
headquarters  for  that  class  of  trade. 

No  matter  what  you  advertise — how  little  or  how 
big — be  honest. 

WRITING  ADVERTISEMENTS. 

The  plan  for  a  good  advertisement :  Select  the 
goods  to  be  sold  and  write  down  in  a  rough  sort  of  a 
way  all  the  good  things  which  can  be  said  of  them — 
their  peculiarities  and  merits,  with  a  slight  description 
of  their  manufacture.  When  possible  tell  why  the 
offering  is  made.  This  will  result  in  a  very  long  story, 
but  everything  that  can  be  said  of  the  article  will  be 
there.  Take  pen  or  pencil  and  mark  out  superfluous 
words — next  the  unnecessary  sentences.  Then  rewrite 
all  that  has  been  written  on  a  clean  sheet  of  paper, 
careful  to  see  that  no  sentences  or  parts  are  repeated, 
and  that  the  facts  follow  one  another  in  an  easy  and 
talkative  manner. 

Next  read  the  advertisement  to  a  friend,  and  with- 
out making  any  explanations  find  out  what  he  thinks 
is  offered  for  sale. 

Don't  worry  how  the  advertisement  sounds ;  be  par- 
ticular to  have  it  read  so  that  another  will  understand 
clearly  and  without  thinking  just  what  is  meant.  Orig- 
inality is  one  of  the  last  things  to  think  about  in  writ- 
ing advertisements.  Good  advertising  is  just  talking 
about  your  goods  with  a  view  to  selling  them.  To 
finish  the  advertisement,  select  a  word  or  a  sentence 
which  is  the  foundation  thought  at  the  bottom  of  the 
advertisement — or  use  the  name  of  the  article  itself  as 
the  heading. 

Tell  the  selling  price. 
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At  the  bottom  of  the  advertisement  give  the  name, 
street  address,  town,  State. 

Built  up  in  this  manner  the  advertisement  will  be 
in  this  shape : 

Heading. 

Description  of  goods. 

Selling  price. 

Firm  name. 

Street  address.' 

Town  and  State. 

Always  write  the  copy  furnished  the  printer  on  one 
side  of  the  paper  only ;  punctuate,  dot  the  i's  and  cross 
the  t's. 

This  may  seem  a  long  way  to  do  it — and  it  is — but 
it  is  the  best  way  to  get  into  the  knack  of  writing  ad- 
vertisements and  is  good  training.  After  a  while  the 
work  will  be  easier,  and  some  of  the  details  can  be  done 
away  with. 

TYPOGRAPHICAL 
CONSTRUCTION. 

The  particular  merchant  will  be  repaid  for  all  the 
attention  he  gives  to  typesetting.  It  is  a  matter  that 
is  generally  left  entirely  to  the  newspaper,  and  while 
it  receives  some  attention,  the  result  many  times  is  a 
disappointment. 

It  is  a  simple  matter  to  select  and  indicate  on  the 
copy  the  kind  of  type  to  be  used.  Let  the  newspaper 
give  you  a  proof  or  its  booklet  showing  the  different 
styles  of  type  it  has,  select  the  types  you  like  best  and 
then  mark  your  copy  so  that  the  printer  will  under- 
stand. 

Be  simple  in  your  tastes,  and  try  to  keep  yourself 
down  to  two  kinds  of  type — a  plain,  easily  read  type 
such  as  io-point — "long  primer" — for  the  body  of  the 
advertisement,  and  a  3  or  4-line  black-faced  type,  such 
as  18  or  24-point,  for  the  display  lines.  Whenever  it 
can  be  arranged  confine  yourself  to  two  styles  of  type.

Contrast  of  Styles. — As  roman,  italic,  antique, 
gothic,  ornamental,  scripts,  etc.;  also  by  the  radical 
difference  between  capitals  and  lower  case. 

Contrast  of  Shade. — Roman  type  is  light,  while  an- 
tique, gothic  and  titles  are  black  in  shade.  By  the 
skillful  contrasting  of  these  two  distinct  shades,  the 
most  violent  contrasts  are  produced.  Ornamental 
types  occupy  a  middle  position. 

Contrast  of  Shape. — The  plain  form,  condensed 
and  expanded.  The  style  of  type  used  in  one  line 
should  be  in  contrast  to,  yet  in  agreement  with,  the 
type  in  preceding  and  following  lines. 
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BORDERS 

offer  an  advertiser  the  chance  of  being  different 
from  others,  and  that  is  a  distinct  gain  or  claim  to 
recognition  by  the  readers  of  the  paper.  Look  care- 
fully at  the  advertisements  in  the  paper  used.  If  it  is 
the  general  practice  of  the  advertisers  not  to  use  bor- 
ders, make  it  a  maxim  to  have  each  and  every  one  of 
your  advertisements  surrounded  by  a  border,  and  in 
selecting  your  borders  pursue  the  same  course  as  you 
did  in  selecting  types — indicate  the  border  that  shall 
be  used  and  the  manner  of  its  arrangement  on  your 
copy. 

If  it  is  the  practice  of  most  advertisers  in  the  paper 
to  use  borders,  be  different — leave  out  borders  entirely 
and  rely  entirely  on  neat,  plain  type. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

arc  permissible,  but  so  often  misused  that  it  seems 
wise  in  a  book  like  this  to  define  the  word,  so  that 
proper  consideration  will  be  given  the  matter.  Besides, 
with  the  definition  clearly  in  mind  the  solution  of  the 
question  is  easier. 

ILLUSTRATE 
^LUSTRATION 

To  adorn;  to  ornament  with  pictures  or  figures. 
To   make  clear,   intelligible;   to  explain,  to  remove 
obscurity,  especially  by  means  of  pictures — of  figures, 
examples. 
If  the  illustration  you  propose  to  use  with  your 
advertisement  answers  to  the  above  definition  and  does 
illustrate  your  goods  or  gives  point  to  your  advertise- 
ment talk,  use  it — otherwise  not. 


SOME  DONTS. 

Don't  let  anything  creep  into  your  ads  that  is  likely  to 
mislead  your  least  intelligent  reader. 

Don't  talk  a  whole  lot. 

Don't  preach  about  your  honesty. 

Don't  get  an  idea  that  people  stop  buying  goods  with 
the  passing  of  holidays  or  seasons. 

Don't  sit  down  and  wait  for  the  coming  of  a  busier 
season. 

Don't  get  the  idea  that  you  will  do  just  about  so  much 
business  whether  you  advertise  or  not. 

Don't  try  to  be  funny. 

Don't  get  away  from  the  business  aspect  of  what  you 
are  talking  about. 

Don't  omit  your  street  address  and  town  from  your 
ads  under  any  circumstances. 

Don't  worry  too  much  about  how  your  ads  are  going 
to  sound ;  get  right  down  to  business  and  tell  the 
things  that  need  telling  in  a  direct  and  convinc- 
ing way. 

Don't  neglect  your  advertising  because  the  weather  is 
hot  and  people  are  leaving  town — there  are  al- 
ways some  people  who  stay  at  home. 

Don't  make  up  your  mind  that  it  is  going  to  be  aw- 
fully dull  between  seasons,  just  because  it  was  so 
last  year.
